ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1938 


The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Frinton  and  Waltcn. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  during  the 
year  1938.  As  is  usual  in  these  reports,  the  contents  consist 
largely  of  statistical  tables,  lists  of  the  various  provisions  of 
the  health  services  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  area.  Full 
details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are 
also  included. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  7,318,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  is  used  as  the  basis  for  calculation  of  the 
various  statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  10  per  1,000  of  the  population;  and  the 
crude  Death  Rate  12.7,  compared  with  14.1  last  year.  On 
making  ^allowance  for  age  and  sex  distribution  the  adjusted 
Rate  is  10.5,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of 
the  larger  towns  and  the  country  as  a whole. 

Infectious  disease  incidence  was  again  very  light;  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever  were  notified,  and  only  two  of 
scarlet  fever.  No  circumstances  specially  prejudicial  to  health 
came  to  notice. 

PORT  SANITATION. — Shipping  was  limited  to  pleasure 
steamers,  of  which  6 called  during  the  summer  months.  These 
embarked  10,246  passengers  and  disembarked  9,105.  There 
was  no  cargo  traffic,  and  no  action  was  required  under  the 
Port  Sanitary  Regulations.

III.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Provision  for  the  supply  cf  Ambulances  when  required 
exists  in  the  district  and  is  adequate.  No  complaint  of  difficulty 
has  been  received. 

IV.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  is  provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Association  which 
employs  two  nurses,  one  cf  whom  works  in  Walton,  and  the 
other  in  Frinton,  Kirby  and  Great  Holland. 

V.  CLINICS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

Clinics  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  for  School 
Children  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Walton  and 
Kirby.  Hospital  provision  is  obtained  at  Clacton  and  Colchester. 
There  are  three  Registered  Nursing  Homes  in  the  District. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Report  below  provided  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Water- 
works Company  : — 

The  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company  has  carried 
out  the  work  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1937  and 
laid  a new  main  ol  12"  diameter  from  Thorpe  Ledge  to  Frinton- 
on  Sea,  and  has  maintained  a constant  supply. 

The  Company  periodically  has  the  water  analysed  by  Drs. 
Beale  and  Suckling  of  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
and  in  all  cases  it  has  been  reported  as  pure  and  wholesome, 
suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  Supply. 


The  water  supply  to  the  village  of  Lower  Kirby  continues 
to  he  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Three  samples  of 
the  water  obtained  during  the  year  were  examined  with  satis- 
factory results. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

(a)  Piping  of  an  open  ditch  in  Quay  Lane,  Lower  Kirby, 
was  completed  during  the  year. 

As  part  of  the  widening  and  improvement  scheme  for 
Hall  Lane,  Wnlton-on-Naze,  all  surface  w-atcr  is  now  carried 
to  the  main  outfall  sewer  by  means  of  street  gullies. 

The  Council  have  still  under  consideration  the  question 
of  a main  drainage  scheme  for  the  district,  but  no  decision 
has  yet  been  arrived  at.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  . 

The  present  arrangements  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  and 
during  the  year  more  frequent  collections  have  been  carried 
out  in  Great  Holland.  The  Council's  fleet  of  collection  vehicles 
consists  of  S.  & D.,  Thornycroft  and  Vulcan  dustless  vans  w'hich 
are  in  commission  all  the  year  round. 

I he  refuse  collected  diving  the  year  amounted  to  20,587 
cub.  yds.,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  471  cub.  yds. 

STREET  SCAVENGING. 

No  change  in  the  system  of  street  scavenging  has  been 
made,  the  existing  arrangements  being  entirely  satisfactory. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

House  refuse  is  transported  by  the  collection  vehicles  to 
a tip  Situated  at  Lower  Kirby,  and  then  burnt.  The  tip  is  in 
good  condition. 


SCHOOLS. 

I he  sanitary  condition  of  the  four  elementary  schools  in 
the  district  is  satisfactory.

July,  1938. 


HOUSING. 

A total  number  of  71  houses  have  been  rendered  fit  for 
human  habitation  during  the  year  under  review;  of  this  number 
36  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal  action  taken 
during  the  year,  and  3 as  a result  of  formal  action;  the  remain- 
ing 32  houses  have  been  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal 
action  started  late  in  1937. 

Practically  no  difficulty  is  now  experienced  in  getting 
housing  .repairs  carried  out  as  a result  of  informal  action,  and 
my  practice  is  to  meet  owners  of  properties  concerned  on  the 
sites  to  discuss  remedial  measures.  Once  work  has  commenced 
I have  invariably  found  local  builders  ready  to  co-operate  with 
me  i n the  method  of  execution  of  any  particular  works. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  II,  Housing  Act,  1936, 
five  cottages  were  represented  to  the  Council  as  being  incapable 
of  repair  at  reasonable  expense.  Two  cottages  have  since 
been  closed  on  undertakings,  and  demolition  orders  in  respect 
of  the  remaining  cottages  are  to  be  served  shortly. 

In  addition,  action  was  taken  under  Section  12,  Housing 
Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  part  of  a building  found  to  be  incapable 
of  repair  at  a reasonable  expense,  and  a Closing  Order  was 
made.

BAKEHOUSES. 


The  number  of  Bakehouses  on  the  Register  remains  at  11, 
and  the  only  matter  calling  for  attention  was  delay  in  carrying 
out  the  statutory  limewashing  of  walls  in  3 instances. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  were  visited  during  the 
year  at  intervals  and  generally  all  were  found  to  be  clean  and 
satisfactory,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926. 

During  the  year  an  existing  building  was  converted  into 
a cowshed  of  good  type,  and  furnished  with  modern  fittings. 
Other  work  carried  out  included  minor  structural  alterations  to 
cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  modern  equipment  was  provided 
in  several  cases,  including  semi-covered  milking  pails,  milk 
vessels  and  sterilising  plant. 

Owners  or  occupiers  of  six  farms  in  the  district  are  licenced 
to  produce  graded  milk,  viz  : — one  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
and  five  Accredited  milk.  Two  further  farms  are  preparing  to 
obtain  licences  to  produce  Accredited  milk,  and  probably  such 
licences  will  be  granted  during  1939. 

There  are  seven  dealers  in  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  four 
in  Accredited  and  three  in  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  District.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Work  in  connection  with  modernising  and  enlarging  the 
slaughterhouses  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1937  was 
completed  during  the  year  under  review. 

All  three  slaughterhouses  are  in  good  structural  condition 
and  well  suited  for  the  purpose,  and  they  are  well  managed. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  now  three  fried  fish  shops  on  the  Register,  an 
increase  of  one  over  the  number  recorded  last  year.  The  new 
building  .is  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  a modern  gas-operated,

METHODS  EMPLOYED  IN  DISINFESTATION.

lifting  floor  boards  as  required;  stripping  wall  paper;

Spraying  walls,  floors,  furniture  with  an  insecticide 
(Solution  D.,  Matafli),  and/or 

Fumigation  with  fumigating  blocks  (Cescones, 
Lawes  block  disinfestators). 

(ii)  Infested  bedding  is  steam  disinfected,  or  with  the 

consent  of  the  owner,  destroyed. 

DISINFECTIONS. 

During  the  year  disinfection  was  carried  out  at  16  premises 
in  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred.  A total 
number  of  23  rooms  were  disinfected;  three  lets  of  bedding 
were  steam  disinfected  and  two  lots  of  bedding  were  destroyed 
by  burning. 


CAMPING  GROUNDS. 

The  camping  grounds  in  the  district  were  visited  frequently 
during  Jhe  season,  and  there  was  no  cause  for  complaint. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  one  of  the  camping  grounds 
to  be  connected  with  the  main  sewer  before  the  commencement 
of  the  1939  season.
